Tighter eligibility rules and 
higher enrollment costs may 
force some UC students to turn 
ito the CSU'system, which is al- 
ready dealing with overcrowded 


_ campuses, an impending $14 


million budget cut and a prop- 
osed 20 percent fee increase. 
The University of California 
board of regents voted over- 
whelmingly last week to raise 
' student academic fees 40 per- 
cent and moved to limit enroll- 


ment and toughen entrance 


standards for the 1991-92 school 
year. 

The $650 fee increase for the 
UC system, the largest in its 
123-year history, will raise an- 
nual undergraduate fees from 
$1,624. to $2,274, not including 
room, board or activity charges. 

“The magnitude of ‘the prob- 


* lem means that we cannot avoid 


widespread pain throughout the 
university,” said William R. 
Frazer, UC senior vice president 
for academic affairs. “The Uni- 
versity of California may have 
to shrink in size, but we will not 
allow quality to deteriorate.” 
Traditionally, the UC system 

has- accepted the top 12,5 per- 
cent of California high schoof+ 
graduates. However, in recent 
years that rate has increased to 
14.25 PEEEnE, UC regents have

moved again to begin enforcing 
the 12.5 percent rule. 

The CSU system accepts the 
top 33.3 percent .of California 
high school graduates. 

The CSU system is anticipat- 
ing a 7,500-student enrollment 
increase for the 1991-92 
academic year. The proposed cut- 
back in UC enroliment could 
have a direct impacton CSU en- 
rollment expectations. : 

In what could eventually be a 
harbinger for the CSU system, 
the UC board of regents also 
voted on Thursday to eliminate - 
1,000 non-teaching jobs, delay 
plans for a new campus in the 
San Joaquin Valley, proportion- 
ately reduce financial:aid and: 
cut: graduate programs across. 
the board. . 

No one at the CSU board of 
trustees is publicly considering 
a 40 percent increase or acknow- 
ledging Gov. Pete Wilson's prop- 
osed 20 percent fee increase as 
inevitable, said Colleen 
Bentley- Adler, CSU public af- 
fairs representative. 

“What they (UC regents! do 
doesn’t really have an affect on 
us,” Bentley-Adler said. “We're 
not even related. We don't even 
have the same blood.”

Nonetheless, ' students are 
upset about any fee increase. - 
Delegates from the 20 CSU cam- 
puses are planning to rally this 


weekend at the state capitol to’ 


protest the governor's proposal 
and lobby key legislators. 

“If they can raise it 40 percent 
just like that, what are they. 
going to do ‘next year,” said 
CSUF art major Pat Pester. “I 
went to state college because it
